Senator, Back from Washing- 


ton, Says Guilty Legisla- 
tors Should Be Sent 
to Prison. 


Lawmaker Believes National Re- 
publican Success Depends 
on Roosevelt-Taft 


Agreement. 


“I want to see an honest legislature picked 
out. I want to see an.end to the jackpots 
and the cheap thievery that haye brought dis- 
grace to the state of Illinois, I don't care 
whether they are Republicans or Democrats, 
I am unswerving in the opinion thet the 
guilty should be run down andsent to the pen- 
itentiary.”’ 

United States Senator Shelby M. Cullom, 
speaking in strong terms as indicated in the 
foregoing quotation from his remarks, yes- 
terday followed with this declaration: 

“ Now is the time for Illinois to speak out. 
The opportunity, it seems te me, is at hand 
for the election of a legislature which will 
bé composed of honest men and which will 
not cause the name of Illinois to be a byword 
in the mouths of public men from all parts 
of the United States.” 


Cullom Rests After Work. 


Senator Cullom, looking better than he has 
for four or five years and saying that his 
health has shown a marked improvement 
within the last year, was at the Moraine 
hotel, Highland Park, resting after a hot 
and wearisome trip from Washington. The 
senior senator is hére for a two months’ stay 
in Illinois, seeking rest and recreation after 
the strenuous closing days of congress. 

Senator Cullom preferred not to discuss 
Tilinoig state politics, so far as it concerns 
himself personally. He let it be known, how- 
ever, that after a short rest he will confer 
with his perponal friends and political leu- 
tenants in the Republican party, and then, 
dependent upon the condition of his health, 
determine whether he again will be a candi- 
date for the United States senate. Senator 
Cullom’s term does not expire until 1913.

Success Depends Upon Harmony. 

Senator Cullom predicted that Republican 
party success at the November congressional 
elections depends entirely upon the ability 
of the Republican factions to get together 

“In my judgment,” said Senator Cullom, 
“the relations and the understandings be- 
tween President Taft and Theodore Roose- 
velt will seitie the fate of the Republican 
party this fall I have ample reason to be- 
lieve that the president and the former pregi- 
dent will be of one accord asto matters politi- 
cal, They are Republicans in the first in- 
Btance, 

‘If the advice of the president and of Mr. 
Roosevelt, which I bélieve will be identical,

Judge Gibbons points to the “ Chicago plan, 
the ‘boulevard link and a4 nuriber of other 
dribbling matters” as holding the attention 
of citizens while vast property rights alotig 
Lake Michigan north of the Chicago river are 
being stolen from them for lack of official 
interest to assert the public's title. 

“ Streeterville,’’ which *‘ Capt.’ Streeter’s 
mercenaries defended with rifles unti] over- 
powered by the police, was cited as a tract 
whose title lay in the state, with the city as 
beneficiary, and whose value ts between 
$27.000.000 and $90,000000. ‘This land. he 
said. ig but a small part of that in process | 
of private appropriation from the Chicago 
river north. 


Hears Land Has Been Subdivided, 

The “ Streeterville"’ cases came before 
Judge Gibbons several years ago, and it was 
his decision that denied “ Capt.’ Streeter the 
squa‘ter rights.

Commissioner Valentine Tells of 


Long Struggle Made for Pro- 
tection of Tribes. ;

Irrespective. af the ievention among the 
Choctaws and Chickesawe, it may be said 
that as a general rule the Indians ever have 
been the prey of unscrupulous men The 
government has endeavored to protect them 
through an Indian bureau in Washington, 
but it is only in recent yeare that this has 
been able or willing to do really effective 
work in behalf of the nation’s wards. 


Valentine Talke of Indian Affairs. 

The commissioner of Indian affairs now is 
Robert G. Valentine, a comparatively young 
man of high ideals and experience and pos 
sessing a keen realization of the responsibili- 
ties resting upon his shoulders. He consented 
today to diseuse the Indian problem, calling 
attention to the long fight, not yet over, 
which has been made against corruption. 

“Indian affairs in the last century,” oD- 
served the commissioner, “ gained their tre- 
mendous philanthropic impetus from the fact 
that the Indian establishment was the most 
thoroughgoing philanthropic, humanitarian 
work ever undertaken by a nation. These 
affaira, however, were in much of that cen- 
tury personally corrupt and administratively 
rotten. 

** Acknowledging the ‘imperfection of all 
men and; possibly, occasionally a not aito- 
gether desirable occupant of an office, it prob- 
ably is broadly the trith that commissioner 
after commissioner and employé after em- 
ployé, representing the ability and the con- 
science of the nation, hurled himself at this 
black mass of persona! corruption and ad- 
ministrative rottenness until gradmally light 
penetrated and healthy tissues began to 
build. 


Personal eactial Dwindles. 

Before 1900 pereonal corruption-had so 
dwindled that the fight began to be on fairly 
even terms. With the end of personal and 
political corruption-in sight—an end partly 
due to the cumulative conscience of the last 
century and partly to such modern methods 
as civil service reform, it for the first time 
became practicable for the officers in charge 
of the service to spend a larger part of their 
energies on constructive work—not the mere 
fight against rottenness, but the fight for

still governed by another even more sacred— 
the guardianship of the individudl Indian 


Duty to Make C.cizens. 

“The duty was to use all this great ma- 
terial plant to bring. out the Indians’ abiity. 
fortify his charecter, and give him every 
fair opportunity to be a citizen of the United 
States capable of the privileges and respon- 
sibilities implied in the term ‘ citizen.’ 

* All this and many another great change 
for the better has been workihg out through 
the last few decades preceding 1905 
It must be kept in mind that the 
problems of one period were frequently 
only im part those of another. Rapidly 
changing conditions, due to the rapid set- 
tling. of the west and the’ breaking up of 
reservations by allotments, introduced new 
problems by the score, both among the Indi. 


bors. 

+ “™ Consequently, new adjustments and new 
reforms continually were necessary, often 
in an overlapping way, and through it all the 
main line of improvement ran upward. But 
all these betterments hardly reached to the 
core of things. 


Need for Organization.

It was issued as a result of 
acontroversy between Chairman Butler and 
Supt. Pearse over the question of the latter’s 
eligibility to hold his position on the board. 

Chairman Butler informed Supt. Pearse, 
who was elected at the 1907 convention to 
fill an unexpired term, that he had forfeited 
his right to hold a trusteeship by nonattend- 
ance at the Cleveland and Denver conven- 
tions, in accordance with the rule that in- 
Valdates the office of any holder of that po- 
sition who is absent from two annual meet- 
ings. : 

Supt. Pearse protested the decision and sent 
bis statement to members of the board. In it 
accusations of unfairness, misstatements, 
and “one man rule” are lodged against 
Chairmah Butler. ‘The board of trustees, 
Chairman Butler being absent in Europe, 
thrashed the mattér out throughout the 
afternoon without reaching a decision, and 
another session will be held tomorrow. 


Pearse Makes Statement Public. 

“I was astonished to receive from Nicho- 
jas Murray Butler a statement that I had 
forfeited my right to sit and act as a trustee, 
his claim being that I had been absent from 
two meetings of the board,” declared Mr. 
Pearse. 

“Trustee Butler, assuming the duty and 
prerogative of a president, proceeded to set- 
tle the whole masier summarily. The trustees 
have protested against his course in consti- 
tuting himself accuser, judge, jury, and exe- 
dutioner, but their protests have been ig- 
nored. He has called meetings of the 
trustees, excluding a regularly elected 
trustee, myself, from notice thereof. I am 
informed that at one such meeting attended, 
by himself and two other trustees, resolutions 
were passed at his demand vdeclaring my 
geat vacant, although the trustees now here 
are given authority to take action of this 


kind. 

“It ia a matter of little importance, either 
to the association or to me personally, 
whether I continue to act as a trustee. But 
it is a matter of some importance whether 
the members of the association are to have 
the direction of its affairs in the manner reg- 
ularly provided or whether some one person 
is to have power to manage the association 
at his pleasure; whether officers regularly 
chosen can be deposed at will by a fellow 
officer, without a hearing, and all objection 
te such ection silenced.”

No English Is Spoken During Dally 
Lessons Upon Porch. 


, 


Wiltamstown, Mazss., July 2.—[Special.}— 
In these days of modern teaching, when the 
dead languages are falling like dead leaves 
from the educational tree, it is unusual to 
hear of a 7 year old boy who reads and talks 
Latin. The fact becomes more interesting 
when it is known that this 7 year old boy is 
no college professor's son, but John D. Rock 
efeller Prentice, grandson of the oil king and 
eon of BE. Parmalee Prentice, formerly of 
Chicago. . 

The boy and his training are no more inter- 
esting than the personality and theories of 
his tutor, Arcadius Avellanus, a Hungarian 
by birth. The tutor is demonstrating in a 
practical way his belief that the Latin lan- 
guage ig a live language. He talks Latin as 
if he came from some unkhown land where 
the old language still lives. 


Speaks in Other Tongues. | 

Latin is the one subject which Mr. Pren- 
tice’s gon ig studying this surhmer, although 
he talks German and French. His school- 
room ig the broad veranda of a many gabled, 
green roofed house, beneath the shadow of 
the hills that shelter Williams college. 

John Prentice greets his tutor every pleas- 
ant morning about 9 o'clock. Practically no 
English is spoken during the hour. If any 
interruption ocmes, they discuss the incident 
in Latin. The tutor explains the meaning of 
new words by biackboard illustrations or 
other Latin words and gestures. The boy 
asks and answers questions in Latin. 


Ignores Text .Book Ideas. 

This tutor does not instruct in the text 
book fashion that custom has accepted, but 
he begins his teaching with the common- 
places of evéry day conversation until the 
pupil mes fluent and familar in the 
natural use: of simple words. Then he tells 
the boy Latin fables, famiiarizes him with 
the Latin worde and the ster}, and lets the 
boy tell the story baek to him in the boy’s 
own Latin words.

Dupray de la Maherie Again in 
Toils After Long Career. 


DEAIS WERE IN MILLIONS. 


One Scheme Was to Seat Claimant. on 
Hungarian Throne,

PARIS, July 2—Dupray de la Maherie is a 
rogue conceived in a heroic mold. His proper 
frame would seem to be in the pages of Bal- 
zac's “ Human Comedy.” In fact, Parisians 
who this week have been reading of the ex- 
ploits of this man of over 80 years, who is. 
now lodged in the canciergerie prison, can 
fnd no more Atting adjective than “ Bal- 
sacian ” to deecribe his career. 

Dupray de la Maherie’s genius soared ke 
the eagle above the ordinary level of the 
vulgar confidence man’s trickeries. He was 
born in 1828 of a noble family, obtained the 
post of prefect under the empire, and married 
the daughter of a genfral. His fortune was

Finds Marquis Throne Claimant. 
At this period he came into contact with 
the Marquis de Cronychanel, who claimed to 


be a descendant of the o]4 Hungarian royal 


dynasty. Dupray de la Maherie concelved a 
plan for restoring the marquis to the throne 
of his alleged ancestor, King Stephen ITI. 
_ The first step was to bring sult against the 
emperor of Austria for the restitution of the 
property which De Cronychanei claimed was 
his by right of descent from Beatrice d Este, 
who was mafried to King Stephen. 
The suit was dismis¢ed, but the publicity 
which the affair received in the press of the 
period enabled De la Maherte to found an 
association, the object of which was to set 
the Marquis de Cronychanel on the Hun- 
garian throne. Cronychanel signed a deed 
under which he undertook to pay over to De 
la Maherie $10,000,000 upon the day the iron 
crown of King Stephen should be set upon 
his brow. | 

Bank Director Is a Dupe. 

‘With this deed de la Maherie was not long 
in finding dupes. Chief among them was a 
bank director. who invested his own funds 
in the enterprise, and also appropriated the 
money G@eposited in his bank. 

Hise embezgliements exceeded $600,000. 
When they were discovered he was arrested 
and Dupray de la Maherie and the Marquis 
de Cronychanel was put on trial with him. 
All three were condemned to various terms 
of imprisonment. 

It was not unti] some ten years after the 
fall of the second empire, on the field of 
Sedan, that Dupray deja Maherie reappeared 
in Paris. His part in the Hungarian throne 
swindle had been forgotten. He came from 
Rome provided with forged letters from 
various Catholic prelates—cardinals, even, 
and one from Pope.Léo XIII. himself—rec- 
ommending to the Catholics of France an un- 
dertaking which Dupray de la Maherie had 
originated and to. which he had given the at- 
tractive title of “ The Economic Arm of the 
Church.” | 

This was an organization which, according 
te its author, was to collect funds and utilize 
them in the promotion of Catholic enter- 


ises. | 
23 Economic Arm Flourishes. 


For many years the Economic Arm of the 
Church flourished. Dupray de la Maherie 
lived in grand style in a handsome apart- 
ment in the Rue bidsoh pcr Estimates are 
made that he received during these years of 
prosperity sums exceeding $3,200.000, but the 
basis on which thes¢ figures are erected 
séems slight, for the total amount of em- 
bezziement of which Dupray de la Maherie 
is now charged is $50,000. : 

It fe true that of late years his operations 
have been onarelatively small scale. Among 
the last of hie victims appears to have been 
the Catholic prelate, Mgr. Sisson, now dead, 
whoee heirs brought about the arrest of the

What was objected to, the women retorted, 
was the display of bulletins registering the 
feverish current of the New York market 
from hour to hour. It resulted, they said, in 
keeping their husbands practically trans- 
fixed in the hotel lobbies. : 

The husbands declined to go sightseeing or 
shopping or otherwise to engage in the 
activities for which they had supposedly 
come abroad. 


Some Sad Cases Are Cited.

SURGEON TO THE KING CLINGS 
TO GOOD OLD FASHIONED WAY. 


U. 8. Doctors Amazed at Methods Em- 
ployed by English Physician, but Are 
Not Likely to Be Converted,

LONDON, July 2.—The American surgeons 
now visiting England to compare American 
and English technique had their first rea 
surprise today when they went to King’s 
College hospital to see Sir William Cheyne, 
professor of clinical surgery at that college, 
operate. 

Sir William hardly altered the methods 
employed thirty-five years ago, when he was 
Lord Lister's house surgeon at the hospital 
at the time Lord Lister revolutionized sur- 
gery, and he clings to Lord Lister’s idea of 
working with materials having active germ 
killing power instead of excluding germs by 
perfect surgical cleanliness, as is the practice 
in other hospitals in Great Britain and eise- 
where. 

In the rambling old.theater, which has not 
been altered since Lister's day, with its dust 
covered medallions and walls, and otherwise 
lacking modern aseptic niceties,: Sir wi}. 
liam performed six critical operations, using 
the old fashioned antiseptic method. 

Instead of using sterilized water, he kept 
his instruments {mn carbolic acid or a mer. 
curic-chioride solution. He used ominary 
sea sponges instead of cotton sponges The 
visitors are accustomed to regard sea sponges 
as impossible of absolute surgica!

Both constructors, however, 
also will be represented by biplanes which 
can carry four passengers. 

After the Rheims meeting there is Wkely 
to be a let up in these aerodrome exhibitions. 
There is a growing belief that neither public 
interest nor practical lessons can be derived 
from aerodrome fiying. These cannot com- 
pete with cross country flights, such as are 
in prospect in America for the §25,000 prize 
offered for a New York to Chicago race; in 
Engiand, with the Daily Mall's offer of $50,000 
for a race from London to Edinburgh, and 
back by a circular routé, and in France with 
a prize of $20,000 for a circular tour touch- 
ing a number of the chief cities. 


Begin Looking to America. 


Now that the Wright question is likely to 
be settled, more than one of the leading 
French aviators are beginning to set their 
eyes on new world trophies. No fewer than 
three American impresaril are at present 
in Europe on the lookout for proficient young 
men to help reap part of the harvest they 
expect to be forthcoming beyond the seas 
when the European E! Dorado is exhausted. 

The difficulty which faces most of the 
French flying men is the expense. To go to 
America, when the money can be earned in 
Europe, ts a serious question, for aviation 
has not reached the stage when air men can 
enter into such competitions for the mere 
love of sport. Not more than three ma- 
chines have been sold to future amateurs. 
Those men declare the New York-Chicago 
prize can be won and that they are prepared 
to enter the lists, but that the attractions 
over here, for the moment, forbid them mak- 
ing the attempt. Georges Chavez, the Peru- 
vian higher flyer, said: 

“I think it is a fine idea, but who is going 
to pay the expense of going over? I could do 
the filght, but I am afraid of the expense. I 
expect the prize will be won by some Amer- 
ican long before we European filers have fin- 
ished with the competitions here.” 


Belgian Confident of Victory. 

Edmond Christiaens, the Belgian exponent 
of the art of flying, said he was most anxious 
to go to America, and that if his present en- 
gagements do not forbid him doing so, and, 
of course, if the prize has not been already 
won. he wil! be most happy to compete, for 
he considered the problem set, although a

estates. 

The rain question is now looming up about 
as large in the corn trade as in wheat, and 
local traders are becoming bullish on this 
cereal. It is expected the government report 
on corn will be moderately bearish, but 
traders believe whatever damage has been 
done has been inflicted since July 1, when the 
estimates were received. Moreover, they 
are preparing to bull more on prospective 
damage than otherwise apparently, as most 
of the reports on corn have been favorable 
go far. 


Wheat Sentiment Is Bullish. 


In wheat the sentiment again leans to the 
bull side after a Sc break from the top fig- 
ures of the bull movement. Northwest re- 
ports, while more conservative from the 
leading grain houses, do not deny there has 
been much damage which wili be increased 
in the event of a continuation of the drought 
‘conditions. Rains are needed badly and the 
light showers at many points gave only tem- 
porary relief. Showers have occurred at a 
number of points the last few days in widely 
scattered sections, but the general soaking 
downpour so much needed has tailed to ma- 
terialize.

Selfishness and brutality are traits of 
unregenerate human nature which crop 
out in private as well ae in business life. 
We do not have to go to the divorce 
courts to become acquainted with the 
selfishness and brutality of husbands, who 
are a large and influential element in the 
community. But we draw a little con- 
solation from the fact that in business 
life and eleewhere those bad qualities are 
not quite so conspicuously displayed—are 
not quite such controlling factors—as they 
were a few generations ago. 

If the business code has not become less 
pagan with time, the individual business 
man has. He may have acquired only « 
thin veneering of consideration for others, 
but his brutality is less violent and his 
selfishness less acute. The business mau 
is more lenient with debtors unless he be- 
lieves them dishonest. If the old law of 
imprisonment for debt were reénacted :t 
is a question whether general use would 
be made of it. -In dealing with compet- 
itors and customers, business men indulge 
less in sharp practice than of old. They 
are decenter in the treatment of employés. 
In many ways they are a great improve- 
ment on their grandfathers. 
~The struggles of a man in the stormy 
sea of business life to keep his head above 
water. are often desperate: He may 
sacrifice others to save himself, so power- 
ful is the’ instinct of self-preservatian. 
But competition, the so-called “life of 
trade,” is not so bitter and remorseless” 
as it once was. It is right to rebuke the 
paganism of the busifess code and extol 
the beauties of an ideal code which might 
not be practicable this side of the millen- 
nium. There should also be a tecognitien

BALLINGER ON MUCK RAKING. 


As to the evils and perils of irresponst- 
ble or unscrupulous publicity there can 
be no honest difference of opinion. 
“Muck raking” in this sense calls for 
and receives nothing but condemnation, 
especially from the responsible and scru- 
pulous journalist whose just credit and in- 
finence it clouds and. injures. 

But we take occasion to say that an 
article in a current periodical by Mr. Sec- 
retary Ballinger on “The Muck. Raking 
of Public Officials” may be classified as 
highly inopportune. Mr. Ballinger hae 
been.vigorously attacked by several infiu- 
ential periodicals and newspapers, and 
perbaps he has been the victim im some 
respects of undeserved violence and un- 
informed accusation, at least ip lese con- 
spicuous . publications. | 

Bat, on the other hand, Mr. Ballinger 
would do well to realize that he also has 
been the beneficiary of reticence, reserve 
as to final judgment, and, more recently, 
temperance in condermnation at the hands 
of many editors whose candor he would 
do well not to force. 

That this is not due to consideration 
for Mr. Ballinger, but to a desire to per- 
mit another and more important men to 
escape from the consequences of his own 
confiding generosity, ought uot to siter 
the situation for-Mr. Ballinger. 

Mr. Ballinger remarks that “it seems 


to be unfortunately true that the interest | 


of Yhe public im wild and groundless 
charges is creating a supply that is more 
than equal to the demand.” The uncon- 


scious irony of this declaration will only | 


be appreciated by those who from reaqd- | 
ing the proceedings of the congressional 
committee know that about the only

The cabinet offered him @ baronetcy, but he 
would not hear of it. and when, on the occa- 
sion of the official celebration of King Ed- 
ward's birthday last June, he again found 
that bis name was noi on the list\of new 
peers, hé@ declined any further subscriptions 
to the funds of the Liberal party and deciared 
that he was #0 much disgusted that he had 
given up all further idea of ever being ratsed 
to a @eat in the house of lords, and conse- 
quently placed upon the market all the es- 
tates in Wiltshire which were to have formed 
the entailed property of the peerage, which 
he had counted upon possessing. 

The lands in question, which comprised no 
lees than five villages. formerly.belonged to 
Lord A#*hburton of the house of Burton, who 
has married Frances Donnelly, an American 
actress, and were sold by him to his business 
associate. BE. Terah Hooley, the now bank- 
rupt promoter, on: whore ruin they were 
bought by Sir Christopher. For in Great 
Britain the bestowal of a peerage, save in 


the case.of victorious soldiers and of civil 


servants of the crown, is restricted to men 
who possess a certain income derived from 
the ownership of land, the idea being that 
land alone, in the form of entailed estates, 
can furnith an assurance that the owners of 
the newly created dignity ,will always have 
enough money to maintain it ina fitting man- 
ner. Before, however, the 20,000 acres in 
Wiltshire which Sir Christopher had put up 
for sale came under the hammer he was 
“ geen’”’ by the leaders of the Liberal party, 
and although he declined to stand for the 
house of commons at the last general elec- 
tion,. yet he was persuaded tq,resume his 
subscriptions to. the Literal party fund and 
to. withdraw the offer for the sale of his iand- 
ed estates. Now he has received his reward 
in the shape of the long deferred peerage 
> 

No such pecuniary motives, however, have 
led the Liberal government to bestow a peer- 
age upon Sir Walter Foster, who can boast 
of having been the second physician to be 
made a lord and the first medical man in 
Great Britain to become a minister of the 
¢rown, having held the office of parliamen- 
tary secretary of the local government board 
and dé facto minister of public health.in the 
Gladstone administration of the last decade 
of the nineteenth century. in fact, it was 
owing to the radica! measures which he in- 
augurated in 1802 and 1803 that the epidemic 
of cholera which swept over furope in those 
two years was virtually excluded from Great 
Britain. where in lieu of the customary trib- 
ute of tens of thousands of lives only 1% 
cases proved fatal. 

He has been in parliament for the last 
quarter of a century; first for Chester, then 
for the University of London, and since then 
for the county of Derby, and as chairman of 
the Nationa! Liberal federation has played 
an active part in poiitical life; while there 
are few British physiciane and scientists who 
are more widely known abroad. I may add 
that he has been for nearly thirty years pro- 
fessor of physiology at the University of 
Cambridéee. He is essentially a Birmingham 
man, anc though now a political opponent of 
Joseph Chamberlain, remains one of his in- 
timate friends. He is par excellence the 
champion of the medical profession in public 
life, is passionately fond of paintings, which 
he understands, is quite the reverse of good 
looking, and rejoices, like bis father before 
in the somewhat startling Christian 
name of Balthaza-, which, however, he wise- 
le Ialé aside on being knighted for that of 
Walter.

He of- 
fered them not peace, but a rword; not rest, 
but tofl; not future felicity, but present serv- 
ice; net so much to know that their sins were 
taken away as the chance to take others’ 
sins away. 

Religion has reached its heights when it has 
called for hardress, when it has appealed to 
the heroic, when it bas meant the chance to 
fling life gloriousiy away;-tn sublime seif- 
forgetfulness, in noble sacrifice and service 
to find the full, rich. giorioustife. Inthe call 
of self-giving rather than self-eaving, there 
is that which reaches all. men and draws 
most of all the best of us and the best in 
us all. 

Though life does mean pain and tofl, true 
men look for relief not in freedom from 
either, but in tolls and pains which they shall 
giadly choove to beat. The cure for the ills 
that rise from our own necessities is to bear 
the sorrows that rise the needs of oth- 
ers. Worthy souls seek to lose their own 
sorrows not in a sorrow free world but in the 
struggle to make a world that turns sorrow 
into joy. 

Never by looking to our motives of self- 
secking, never by appealing to our weak long- 
ings for ease, can religion win us in any large 
or lasting way. The power of Christianity 
is due to the fact that, rightly known, it 
makes no such appeal. but it offers us a mag- 
nificent program of ‘toil and service; it bids 
us forget ourselves in the colossal task of 
saving our world. 

And faith wijl fail as fong as it means little 
things; it cannot fail as long as it means 
great iove. splendid sacrifice, and worthy 
service. And when one feels the compulsion 
of a religion that bids him bring in a new 
Cay, bids him scorn all fear and loathe al! 
. sloth for the sake of 4 great, unselfish ideal, 
he loses sight of the_old and childish, fears 
about bis own. soul's welfare.

‘Disguise it as you may, hide it under what- 
ever high sounding titles you will of “ chiv- 
elry,” “ expediency,” “‘in the order of ne- 
ture,”’ the fact remains that at the bottom 
of the political, civil, and industrial disability 
of woman-and the whole opposition to justice 
in this regard lies the stubborn idea of her 
natural inferiority to man. ‘* Because she 


is a woman’ is the sum and subdstance of 


all the arguments against her claiming equal- 
ity with the otherehalf of the: race to which 
whe belongs. 

It was from the nature of things that the 
{dea of woman's natural inferiority sprang. 
%t wae perhaps inevitable, for, ignorant of 
the true tunction of sex, ignorant of the real 
meaning of such differentiation in the great 
moral design which is only now beginning 
to be unrolled before our conscious eyes, 
man, the strong, the restive, free,«has ever 
by turne subjugated and fallen captive be- 
fore woman, the weaker, the more passive, 
the natural captive of nature itself. 

Ignorant of the meaning of the bond by 
which he was bound to her; despising, giori- 
fying, bewalling, or ridiculing the strength 
of the weakness which drew him to her, he 
has despised her, enslaved her, hated, loved, 
cherished, and sometimes worshiped her, and 
in his supreme egoism, in the al) sufficiency 
of his own rights and his own reasoning, he 
conceived im the early days the idea that she 
wes created expressly for him, for his use, 
hie comfort by an all wise and beneficent 
God.

His other ideas, conceived at the same 
time, he hae had to give up,. for it has been 
proved beyond even a peradventure of a 
Uoubt that the sun. moon, and stars were 
not created for his especial benefit and as a 
metter of fact do not belong to him, existing 
apparently in and for themselves and the 
great system to which they belong, of which 
his” world, so vast to his untutored eyes, is 
but a tiny, insignificant part, a grain of sand 
among the bowlders of the universe. As for 
his natural lordship over this earth of ours, he 
has had to contend for every inch of it against 
pature herself, who, for the stubbornness 
with which she holds to her own convictions,

Just when the idea of woman's natura! in- 
feriority was born is hard to say. It wasea 
lusty brood, however, and, like some other 
pests, its chief coricern ig and has deen the 

- Propagation of its species. — 

From the laws which have been enactéd. 
from time to time since history began one 
would that. the chief concern’ of 
man, church, and state had been to bolster. 
up the original conception of man’s superiori- 

over woman by force of some kind, civil, 
religious, or brute. 

With the progress of civilization and in 
ppite of woman's netural advance as a ra- 
tional creature man has clung tenaciously 
to his ancient idea of his own inherent su- 
periority. Perhaps it was in the nature of 
things or in the order of nature that he 
usurped all sorts of authority, domestic, 
litical, eccl , moral, and civil. In 
his egoism he designated the Creator of the 
universe as “ Father” and Mmited the Great 
Uaknown to his own sex alone.

While woman, the creature of man’s desire 
end the victim of nature, wag mainly con- 
cerned with the things of life, man, in his 
freer moments, began to concern himself 
bap the things of the spirit.

Little by little, through infinite pain and 
. travail, In which the woman shared little by 
ttle, then by andé bounds, his ideal 
grew into-a great desire.

He 
claimed his freedom by inherent right, by 
natura) law, by reason’s power. LAberty, 
equality, fraternity, for men as men, was 
what he claimed: Unfortunately, the most 
aréent champions. of liberty considered 
“women outside the pale. 

By nature all men were created free and 
equal. They. said it, preached it, wrote it, 
printed it.

printed, taught, written, that in their leisure 
hours the aposties of liberty devised skillful 
and clever arguments, though scarcely log- 
feal, to prove the case.

It is often claimed that the founder of 
Christianity, apart from religious concep- 
tions, merits the gratitude of women. for 
what he has done for them. Candor com- 
pels the honest conviction that much of the 
good he did personally was and stil) is nulli- 
‘fied by the positive commands of his most 
noted foHower, one Gaul of Tarsus. Incal- 
culable also is the mischief that has been 
‘¢@teed by the story known as “the fall of 
man,” a story perhaps more widely dissem- 
inated than ever was the sermon on the 
mount. 

Men as kings were thought to be the only 
rightful rulers, designed by nature herself 
for such high office, yet in a dearth of royal 
men, wornen became queens in their own 
right and proved themselves as capable as 
kings. There were Cleopatra of Egypt, 
maria Theresa of Hungary, Catherine : 
Russia, Mary Stuart of Scotland, — 
Mary of England, and the great to 
» wage Elizabeth, who showed a genius for 
t e.

As for the. soldier test, if there were but 
the one example, the Maid of Domremy, itt 
would suffice to prove either that military 
genius of a high order may dwell in the 
woman mind, or that, after all.. such genius 
is but the capacity to inspire enthusiasm in 
the rank and file of men who fight. But 
history is full or should be full of examples 
of the patriotism and devotion of women to 
their country or some beloved cause. Wom- 
an's wit has saved many a day which the 
bayonet itself was powerless to save. 

As for the wqmen status, the lover praised 
his mistress to the skies; the poet lauded the 
charms, the beauty, and the virtue of the 
maid; the priest thundered forth bitter de- 
nunciations on af womankind, holding them 
responsible for all the ills of man. Woman 
was the seducer of the race. But for her 
weakness, her cupidity, humanity would be 
as guileless as the cherubs in a dream, and 
the earth had been as Paradise. 

_ Thus woman, her brief period of transient 


beauty gone, her power gone with her bloom, 
her scepter passed into some younger hand, 
ber crown upon some fairer brow, woman 
was fain to be content to bewall in ashes and 
in sackcloth the misdeeds of her shadowy 
ancesatress and to devote herself to serving 
humbly him who had lost Eden through that 
awful sin, and to look upon her sex as the 
source of all her glory and her woe. 

So growing side by side were extravagant 
notions of woman's worth, her fineness and 
her virtue and also of her natural and God 
ordained infertority, her duties and her 
sphere. What wonder there was confusion 
and that chaos reigned?

It was women mainly who spread the faith 
of the Nazarene. If, then, Christianity be 
the salvation of the world, women fave 
helped largely to purchase that salvation, 
and it is the frony of fate that In the face 
of this fact the clergy of the Christian church 
have ever been the bitterest opponents of 
freedom for the daughters of Mother Kve. 

When persecutions raged the sex of women 
but made their lot the harder. They, too, 
were put to the sword, thrown to wild beasts, 
or burned With fire as living torches td grace 
a Nero’s feast, but not until they were de- 
spoiled of chastity, a fate for Christian maids 
and matrons worse than death iteelf. 

The blood of ‘martyrs is the seed of the 
ehurch, so the church grew strong an@ pow- 
erful, but never once was it so much as hint- 
ea that the crime of Adam’s wife, if crime it 
was, could be wakived away in the blood shed 
by her daughters that the church of the 
Redeemer might live and prosper through 
the ages. The burden lala by the cherch upon 
the frail shoulders of women was heavy 
indeed. 

With the reformation, the grasp of the 
church upon her was loosened and liberty 
became something more than a dream when 
at last freedom of thought end conscience 
was proclaimed. Nor was all the blood shed 
by men .alone in that tempestuous and fateful 
time. Women also paid the penaity of death, 
and paid it willingly in order to be free. if, 
in the long ago, one of the sex did err, have 
not her daughters paid the debt in full with 
blood and tears and shame? What fore is 
needed? In justice, who dares to ask for 
more?

In Amherica the wild fontier life of the wil-

- itive state. The women were indeed brave, 
even-as were the men. Who for the sake 


of conscience left civilization behind them | 


and faced the terrors and privations of a 

primeval worlc. There was a breadth of ed- 

ucation in the experience that no books 

could teach nor-any institution impart. I'iney 

faced-the big problems of primitive life and 
w big in solving them 

It is often asserted, and seeme to be true, 
that in a new country, under hew conditions. 
woman is accorded a higher place, a more 
human field, than in older civilizations, It 
is as if in facing primitive conditions,-in go- 
ing back again to the origin of things. both 
man and woman also get back to fundamental 
principles, to a sembiance of that equality 
such asa just Creator must bave designed tor 
them. There may be less of bowing, compli- 
ments, and baliroom courtesies, but there is 
more of the true respect of one fellow being 
for another. 

It is impossible, though, for people com- 
pletely and at once to readjust themseivées 
to a new life and to new conceptions aé weil. 
It ts perhaps too much to expect that in a 
mide ocean’ voyage, though it lasted many 

‘eeks, men would outgrow the traditions of 
i nturies of thought, especially the men who 
made a business of remembering traditions 
So it happenéd that when Anne Hutchinson, 
full of zeal.an¢ power, tried to live her iife 
as @ human being with human rights, though 
in a pew country. to which she had come 
seeking freedom, a member of a community 
ostensibly dedicated to the cause of Ifber- y. 
she found hergelf really living in the midst 
of all the tyranny of the country and the peo- 
ple she had fled. 


oo 

It was this way. Anne Hutchinson had 
eomething to say and she wanted to say it. 
Had she been a silent woman she never 
would have dreamed but that she was a tree 
and independent being in a free and inde- 
pendent community. But she wanted to 
preach, and preach she would, and there the 
trouble lay. She had listeners in plenty and 
followers, too. 

A woman, it was argued by those whose 
prerogative she had usurped, a woman 
should not preach. Her place was in the 
home. Preaching was man’s work, and so 
the whole question was thrashed out about 
the ephere of woman, her natural inferiority, 
God's law and the law of nature, In endless 
confusion. ‘“‘ Original sin,"” the “ logs of 
paradise,” the ‘* fall of man,” “ the frailty of 
Eve,’ Mosaic law, the teachings of Paul and 
Peter. of the fathers of the church and of 
the church iteelf, all these subjects came in to 
complicate the message which oné woman 
felt called upon to deliver to her sisters. 
Though there was some objection to her mes- 
sage, the chief objection was that a woman 
should aspire to preach and teach. It ended 
in the banishment of Anne Hutchinson from 
the colony of Massachusetts. 

With her went her family, a few loyal 
friends and one Mary Dyer, a woman who 
later paid with her life the penalty for tres- 
passing upon the sacred rights of man, the 
right to speak in public and to believe ac- 
cording to one’s own conscience. Later she 
became a Quaker, no doubt because the 
Quekers allowed women to speak outside 
their homes, and Mary Dyer would also 
preach, for she too had something to say, 
and wanted to say it. Mary Dyer was a 
woman preacher and a Quaker, and she was 
hanged for the crime! 


: ~~ 

The Hutchinson party of outcasts found 
its way to Providence, R. I.. where they were 
welcomed by Roger Williams and his colony. 
To this man is accorded the honor of estab- 
lishing the freedom of speech and conscience 
in America, and of being the first to main- 
tain that the civil power has no right to 
interfere with the opinions of men and 
women. 

Anne Hutchinson was, not a university 
graduate. No college had set ita mark upon 
her.. She was one of those who do not really 
need an institution to perfect her. She was 
not educated by books, but learned in the 
things that can not well be taught. She was 
steeped in the wisdom of those who live and 
do thelr own thinking. She might have 
passed through an alma mater without ever 
losing her individuality or impairing her use- 
fulmess, for she would bave known the true 
function of her mater; would have ab- 
sorbed deeply for herself what she needed 
there; but such a personality as hers would 
never have been swallowed up nor reduced to 
the common level of college medioority. In 
the days of Anne Hutchinson, however, wom- 
en did not go to school. 

In a way Anne Hutchinson was a “ wom- 
an‘'s righter,’’ but she probably did not real- 
ige the fact. She was too big to let a mere 
accident of birth deter her. She did not 
hold herself reeponsible for her sex, and, 
if the truth were known, I believe she staked 
her life upon her rights as a human being 
and not as a woman. In this she antedated 
Mary Dyer and Mary Wollstonecraft and the 
hosts who were to follow after.

_ THE CHILL OF GEORGE IV. BEI 


HERE is much discussion as to the probable status of 
American women at King George’e court, a few people 
controverting the general impression that it will not be 

sO pleasant as in the good times which closed with the 
death of King Edward. It is likely that many of our 
countrywomen who basked in his favor will find the climate of 
England unsuited to their constitutions for some time to come, 
but so will many of the English who enjoyed similar consider- 
ation in his réign; notably the whole Keppel contingent. This 
in spite of the fact that Mrs. George Keppel occupied the unique 
position of being acceptable to Queen Alexandra as well as 
being a great friend of King Edward. In fact, after the death 
of Consuelo, duchess of Manchester, she was the one of all his 
once gay entourage to whom he turned.with most pleasure.

From poverty to affluence, from hunger to 
the luxury of three square meals a day, from 
@ rough, uncouth colored man to the heavy- 
weight champion of the world, receiving 
homage from almost the éntire . sporting 
worlé—al] in eight years—is the recent his- 
tory of Jack Johnson. “ . 

Work was a stranger in Johnson's younger 
days. He never turned his hand to earn « 
penny until he was driven to it through sheer 
desperation. He took only the “soft” jobs, 
po matter how large or small the compensa- 
tion. While stillin his teens he never held a 
position that paid a living wage, for he was 
too lazy to do anything that required physical 
effort. At times, but never for any great 
length of time, he watched milk wagons, ex- 
ercibed horses, did bakery work, ard aided 


in loading steamers at the docks: Thelabor . 
be did was done only when he needed money f 


badly unti] he broke into the limelight as a 
fighter in 1901, when Joe Choynski of Chicago 
knocked him out in three rounds at Gaives- 
ten, Tex. 


Johnson Born in Galveston. 


Jack Johnson, the first black Heavyweight 
champion of the world, Was born in Galves- 


ten om March 81. 1878: next to the youngest of ‘ 


six children. While still a boy he frequently 
was pommeled and beaten by boys much 
winalier than himself, and he seldom offered 
resistance. In his neighborhood he was 
called a coward for never fighting the boys 
who taunted him. Jack cared little for’ the 
companionship of other boys, but preferred 
to ramble by himself. 3 

Johnson's education was meager. Aithough 
bis parents tried hard to miake him‘ attend 
e@chool, he preferred to play “ hookey ”’ and 
either go fishing or watch the negroes load- 
ing the steamersatthe wharf. In those days 
it was easy to obtain work on the docks, but 
5 neatly sidestepped all offers of this 

ind. 

The first real work that Johnson Gid was 
fo learn to ride a bicycle. He was only 12 
years old then, but he often refers to the 
difficulty he encountered. He admits that 
the “bike’’ game required too much work 
@nd does not hesitate to say that it was one 
of the hardest jobs he ever tackled. A year 
jeter he obtained employment from a milk 
dealer, who paid him $1.25 a week for watch- 
ing the wagon while deliveries were being 
made. This soon became monotonous, and 
60 Jack. quit and leafed for six months, 
Entreaties to go to school brought -o results, 
and there was no chance for his parents to 
make him secure permanent employment. 


Too Fast as “Exercice Boy.” 
_ &bout seven months after he quit the milk 
Wagon the negro landed a livery stable job. 
He was ordered to exercise thé horses left in 
the stable. Jack was so lazy he didn’t bother 
about putting a saddie on the horses and 
gometimes even didn’t put on a bridle Tie 
rode them up and down the streets “ bare- 
back,” and he says he was “ some rider.” 
He raced with every horseman who came 
along and finally the owner of the stable dis- 
charged him because he was “ killing’ the 


, Rorses. 


Suddeniy a desire to léarn to cook dawned 
on Jack, and his mother, who is a fine cook, 
agreed to teach him a few things about it if 
he would promise to put this knowledge to 
good advantage. Jack agreed and every day 
Be took His lesson at the big range in the 
kitchen of his home. When he had finished 
: course of training he was employed by a 
large bakery concern to make biscuits, His 
employers considered him an expert arid 

he told them he had tired of the work 
they offered him an increase in salary to re- 
main. But Jack was through with the bak- 
ery, so he quit and joafed for another period. 

He followed this miscellaneov$ sort of em- 
ployment until he fell-in with a crowd in 
Galveston who had money and whose tastes 
just suited him. He soon realized, however, 
that it took more money than he could earn 
to keep pace with. them and if he wanted to 
remain in their company he must . have 
money. Consequently he looked for <mpioy- 
ment which paid good money. , 


Prom. Coward to Fighter. 


After. considerable deliberation he decided 
to break away from his more affluent .com- 
panions, and secured a position on the docks. 
Hiis early reputation of being a coward pre- 
ceded him and he was taunted by his fellow 
workers until it became unbearable. Conge- 
quently he changed his tactics of dealing with 
them and made a firm’ resolve to resist the.

Going back to the days of the bare knuckle 
fighters brings to Nght another negro, an 
American who went to England and fought 
many battles. This was Tom Molineaux, and 
some of his greatest fighters were fought in 
Great Britain in 1810. That's a long time 
ago and has no great bearing on the present 
situation, but it does show that since the start 
of pugilism the black race has been identified 
with it, and sometimes most prominently, 
for Molineaux was & champion in his day. 
But looking through the dope of pugilism 
in the heavyweight ranks, it is shown all too 
plainly that regroes capeble of holding the 
title have been few and far between.

Center of the. Wandering 
Workers Who Construct 
the Lines upon Which 
Luckier People Ride in 
Palace Cars.

E was standing in Madison street near 
Canal with an old rope-bound suit- 
case in his hand. His broken rimmed 
hat was pushed back from a iean 
brown face, devoid of animation or 

ambition; his feded biue shirt fell vat 
dis tanned and corded neck; his clothes h 
rough and shapeless; and on his feet were 
‘the thickest soled pa!r of shoes that ea lasting 
machine ever turned out, He was a railroad 
'“ bo,” starting’ out on his quest for sum- 
mer work. 

Though often mistaken for one, this wan- 
@erer and his kind are not tramps. The only 
points of resemblance between them are their

He‘s Man for the Work. 

Only in the hobo can be found the combing- 
tion needed for railroad butiding—intelligenc ¢ 
and willingness to work coupled with cal- 
fousness to bardship and a complete lack of 
wmbition. Neither callousness. nor lack of 
wmbition are temperamental; they arise, in- 
stead, from his own painful realization that 
his lack of stability makes any other kind of 
eek or any other line of work impossibie for 


Chicago ts the world center of these wan- 
éering workers. Ten thousand men of that 
strange Class make this city their headquar- 
tera, drifting from it and back again a dosen 
times a year. The territory Just west of the 
river near the union station they have made 
peculiarly their own, Madison street from 
Canal to Desplaines is “ the Street of a Thou- 
pand 'Bos.”” Within those few blocks on any 
sunny day you can count them by the han- 
dreds. You see them grouped before the 
“Jabor agencies, cheap restaurants, and 5 and 
‘10 cent lodging houses that make up ‘most 
of the district; you see them aim- 
lessly up the street, sitting in twos and threes 


at the curb, or turehing through the doors of *

When the iit ter days of spring come 
and railroad building begins the hobos flock 
to the labor agencies. With their few be- 
longings in battered telescopes, they sit hour 
after hour on the hard benches around the 
agency walls waiting to- be shipped out to 
work.

Chicago ships theee men to every part of 
reine Faniticn-t0 at sped nos outside the city 

and to points 4 miles away. But 
whether their destination be some suburban 
town or Montana or Texas, the work and the 
Wages aré much the same. If they are serit 
out where a new railroad is being built they 
may take their choice of ‘three kinds of labor. 
They may join the steel gang—the men who 
lay and spike the rails; the surface gang. 
which filis in the gravel and dresses the 
track; or the “ gkinners,’’ the SUgEestive 
name given to the men who drive the mules 
Which draw the scrapers where ground is 
Seing broken for anew road. 

On repair work they can choose only be- 
tween the first two named. Both are merci- 
jessiy hard, struggling all day with heavy

Tf there is any choice or caste it belongs to

In epring the wages of all 
classes yun from $1.50 to. $1.75, with over- 
time at from 20 to 25 cents an hour; in July 
and August they creep up to $2, and, as occa- 
sionally ha » When there are winter jobs 
that must be ‘rushed, they hay reach $2.50 or 
8. From each man’s earhings on pay day 
the raflroad dedticts « $1 fee for the agency 
that shipped him ito the job.and $4 a week for 
the boarding contractor who f¢eds him and 
gives hima piece to sleep. 

In Chicago there are about half a dozen of 
thete boarding camp contractors. The out- 
fits they furnish are the nearest thing to 
home that the. "bo knows. Ugually a railroad 
boarding camp consists of a string of box 
ears, each branded with a broad white X, 
the sign of condemnation and old age. A few 
Vittle four pamed windows are let into their 
sides, and rust red stove pipes stick out 
through their roofs... This string, perhaps a 
dozen in number, crudely fitted up for living 
places, is set out On an unused siding or on 
one hastily thrown down to receive it, and it 
always stands ready to be moved at a mo- 
ment’s notice. ) 

Halt of the care are bunk cars, or sleeping 
places. On both sides of them are two tiers 
of narrow bunks, each containing a mattress. 

&-piliow, and a pair of dirty gray blankets. 
There is no attempt made to curtain them

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off. Privacy is impossible, and sanitation 
unthought of. 

Ueually at the other end of the siding are 
two or three dining cars, furnished with long

Near the diners are the store car and the 
kitchen... The cook is the big man of the 
camp. His reputation travels up and down 
the road. 

“Keep away from Camp 10," says one to 
@nother. “The cookia no good. . He can’t 
boil water. Cheatin’ hungry sien’s ‘stom, 
achs and robbin' us of What we pay for.”

Once there was e@ fat little man, a hotel 


‘keeper from New Hampshire, who came west 


and became superintendent for a boarding 
camp contractor... Sausage was cheap and 
filling. So, with New England thrim, he 
shipped it, pounds and pounds, to the places 
under his charge. There was grumbling 
louder and louder at‘every meal from the 
* boarders” about eating “ bowwow ” three 
times a day, and the clerk and cook, to save 
themselves placed the blame where it be- 
longed. 

One rainy day the superintendent hove in 
sight, down the track, on @ tour of inspec- 
tion. Fitty workers saw him come, and to 
@ man they surrounded him, They barked 
at him, they growled at him, they hustied 
and tossed him, snapping their teeth and 
bowwowing and kiyiing, til the laughter 
choked. clerk dragged him, frightened half 
to death, into the’-commissary car and closed 
the door.

Time after time he 
scrambled out, only to be thrown back 
again, until at last, satisfied that he had 
learned hig lesson, his tormentors let him go, 
clean and dripping, back to the camp. 

But play, even such rough horse play as 
this, is rare among them. Usually they have 
little amusement or mirth. Sometimes on 
summer evenings they gather around bon-~- 
fires, bullt to drive away mosquitoes, and by 
the flickering light read papers a week ojd, 
or play at seven-up with grease thumbed 
cards, or tell interminable stories. “Main- 
line Jimmie, who prides himself on working 
only on trunk lines; Hobo Mike, who boasts 
that he has laid more miles of track than any 
other man-in the country; Yankee Sullivan, 
who has worked in every state and territory 
in the union, especially are known ag fanious 
story tellers.

Little Farms Pay Big Profits. 


By JEANETTE PIERSON. 


FTER an experience of five years in 

selling to the best city. trade, the 

honey, poultry, eggs and pork raised 

on a tract of forty acres I am able 

. to show the wisdom of making a 

home in the country and conducting a small 
farm. 

There is a steady demand at improving 
prices for all kinds of produce. This is at- 
tributable to the rapid growth of the cities 
and villages. The rural! population and > 
agricultural productions do not keep pace 
with the growth of the towns and the non- 
producing element. This fact accounts 
mainly for the rise in prices.~ Observing 
people are coming to understand that a 
home in the country is desirable and that a 
few acres of land if properly managed will 
give independence. 

I have found that there is the greatest 
profit in those articles which are produced 
with the least expenditure of labor and 
capital For instance, poultry, hogs and fruit 
pay far better than corn, wheat and milk. 
They require but one-tenth as much land 
to gail any stated income. 

There is an amazing difference in the value 
of crops. It is within the capacity of every 
farmer .to make a comparison of profits. 
Such omparison ‘will startle some of the 
old f oned agriculturists, who persist in 
running large farms on the one crop idea. 

It has been shown by competent authorities 
that the wheat crop of the country returns 
an average profit of much leas than $10 an 
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forhim., after reckoning the value of seed. the

acre. In fact, many people agree that when 
the expense of equipment, the value of land. 
the cost of seed, and the worth of labor ars 
considered there is no profit whatever in 
raising wheat. 

The :American farmer, as a rule. does not 
count his own time, the value of his land. 
or the cost of horses and machinery, in esti- 
mating his profits on grain. If he has a 
crop of 100 acres of wheat that will clear $500 


cost of help, and the expense of threshing, 
he puts it down as $500 profit, though he has 
put most of his year’s time into It, besides 
maintaining the land, and an equipment of 
horses and machinery worth severai hundred 
dollars.

Shourds was born in Ciyde, N. Y., and his 
parents came to Chicago in 1857. He began 
working for the Pennsylvania company, or 
rather the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chi- 
cago, in 1862 as a switchman. He became 
assistant yardmaster in 1862 and held that 
job until 1906, just forty years. Four years 
ago he was made train pilot between Six- 
teenth street and the Union depot. A train 
pilot is the man who stands on the forward 
platform of a train that Is being backed into 
a station, ready for its outward trip. When 
a train of passenger care ie thue running 
backward the rear end ts the signa! end for 
the time being. The pilot grasps in his 
hands a short piece of hose on which thereils 
an air whistle, and the pilot keeps the train 
backing as long ae the tracks are clear.

sickness, as.against only 786 disabled through

And, again, the benefits paid in twenty 
years on account of sickness have been §3,- 
212,085.35, while on account of accident the 
total was 8.763.180. This difference of $551,- 
004.65 to the account of accident, however, in- 
volves some peculiar features which have 
not applied in general in such mutuaj relief 
organizations, 


* 
Policy Covers All Accidents. 

In the case of the Burling:ion road an “ ac- 
ciden”’ to an employé is considered whether 
the empiloyé is hurt in falling from a street 
car or from stepping into an open coal hole 
in the city pavement. If an employé is hurt 
he is listed as a victim of an accident and 
becomes a beneficiary as such victim, no mat- 
ter where he may have been, legitimately, at 
the time. 

. ™“The proposition is that we have an in- 
jured employé, whether from his own care- 
lessness or not, and the company owes to it- 
self the work of putting him again in trim 
for work,” said Supt. J. N. Redfern of the 
relief department. 

Again, as pointing to the excess of accident 
relief dues, conductors, engine men, and 
train crews generally—receiving good pay 
and recognizing the risk in their work—seek 
a larger indemnity in proportion to their 
wage than do operatives in other depart- 
ments of the service. One of these trusted 
men, valued for his judgment and skill and 
knowledge of operating trains, suffering from 
injuries of a serious nature, May have the 
best surgical skill in Chicago or-the west, 
with attendants and nurses and hespital ac- 
commodations such. as jrun rapidly , into 
money, The average death rate carried by 
engine men and trains crews is $1,475, as 
compared to the $585 carried by other em- 
ployés. Against accident those carrying the 
higher average are entitled to $1.61 a day, 
accident or sick benefit, as compared to the 
85 cents a day of the lower average. Still 
further. the cash gettiement with the dis- 
abled victim of an accident has cut a large 
figure in the comparison, 


* 
Department Twenty Years Old. 


It was twenty years ago that the Burling- 
ton’s *elief department was established and 
the employés of the company invited to come 
into it. A set of regulations for operating 
the relief department was drawn up, and 
since that time no change has been Made save 
through concurrence of the company and of 
the elective advisory committee 

The railroad company guarantees the in- 
tegrity of the relief fund. and in the case of 
Weficiencies now and then has made these 
shortages good. In 1909 benefit orgerse to tne 
extent of $573,646.01 were issued and cashed 
by the treasurer, leaving a balance Jan. 1 of 
$44,742.87. This balance at the beginning of 
1909 was about §6.000 short of the balance 
on Jan 1, 1910, but in the company's guar- 
anty of the fund it has paid out im deficits 
for twenty years a tota!) of 342.500 

More than this guaranty of deficits, the 
ompany assumes the administration of the 
relief bureau, giving room for administration 
forces and paying the expenses of the large 
corps of workers necessary under it. in 
many of the accident insurance companies 
the greatest of all outgo is the cost of ad- 
ministration of the company’s affaires; with 
the’ Burlington's. eystem no such cost at- 
taches,*so that everything contributed by 
employés goes to‘'a fund distinctly benefici- 
ary. This means that the rallroad’s em- 
ployés are not taxed to maintain the bureau, 
as is necessary in Ahe accident insurance 


companies.

Railroaders Not Good Risks. 


Again, these accident companies’ premium 
on insurance for the switchman, engineer, 
brakeman, conductor, and others in the 
hazardous end of railroading are almost pro- 
hibitive. None of these men are regarded as 
& wholly desirable risk and few such men 
@re_canvassed by the casualty companies. 

In the administration of the railroad com- 
pany's relief department the superintendent 
ls appaihted by the president of the road 
and as to his business mé@thods in admin- 
istration is under contro] of the company. 
But in all other respects involving benefits 
an advisory committee elected by employés 
in the organization is sponsor. In the last 
tlection of committeemen. held on Noy. 22,

Benefits Begin After Six Days. 

Members of the relief fund may not carry 
accident insurance only; they must carry 
death benefit from sickness. In case of dis- 
ability from sickness, benefits ranging from 
5O cents to $2.50 a week are payable at full 
rates for one year, beginning after six days, 
while half rates are payable for a succeeding 
full year of illness. 

In ease of disability from accident, pay- 
ment of the weekly dues begins at once and in 
full for the first year; afterward he receives 
the half benefit dues as jong as he is on the 
disabied ifst. As an illustration of the acci- 
dent feature of the plan, a brakeman was dis- 
abled in June, 19038. His back hed been 
broken and he was in the third class benefit 
list. For the first year he was paid $45 a 
month; since that time he has been receiving 
$22.50 a month, which he will continue to 
draw ase long as he lives. At the close of 
1908 more than $11,000 had been paid out for 
him for surgeons, nurses, and hospital care, 
while $1,500 a year is paid to an institution 
for his maintenance and support for life. 
And yet nothing paid out for him will be de- 
ducted from his final death benefit. 

There are cases of accident where, no mat- 
ter what treatment and skill are applied in the 
case, thesvictim is unfit for railway service. 
In such a case, in lieu of daily benefits and 
payment of surgeons’ bills. the injured person, 
according to his class, may receive a lump 
sum of $300 to §3.000 for each limb, together 
with $200 which is expected to cover the 
hospital charge and an artificial leg or arm. 
These Tump- sums are equivalent to about 
six years of dues. 

* 


‘Conditions of the Settlement. 


In making this settlement the conditions 
are that the injured man retire from the 
service of the road, and in doing so many 
men incapable of railroad work find that they 
have a sum of money sufficient to start them 
in some kind of business out of which they 
can make a living for themselves. 

That particular feature of the relief work 
is that the question of carelessness or neg- 
lect of precautions does not enter. This em- 
ployé,is injured on the road or at his home 
or in the public highways. He is entitled 
to his benefits if he chooses to take them. 


He takes them if he is disabled by disease or | 


by any sort of accident where he knows the 
company is not Hable under the law. Yer . 
if he knows or feels that the company is lHa- 
bie he has the privilege of waiving the dues 
and taking the action for damages into the 
courts. 

in the twenty years of its operation the 
road's relief bureau has paid out $7,200,000 
for disabilities and deaths, natura! and acci- 
dental. But, more than this, Mr. Redfern 
says that, while this sum has come from the . 
relief fund without any charge upon it what- 
ever, the cost to the road itself has been dol- 
lar for dollar in expenses of the departmental! 
work and in the almost endless chain of 
things necessary in taking care of the victim 
of sickness and of accident. 

In all these years the road has not built a 
single company hospital. Accident and sick- 
ness alike may -be of the “ firet aid ’’ class, 
demanding that the victim be hurried to the 
nearest hospital. Company surgeons and 
physicians are within call of divisionai points, 
and in cases where iaccidents are of serious 
nature the victim is hurried to Chicago or to 
some other large city where the best surgical 
skill is at hand.

With Its 220,000 Wires Chicagols“Telephone Mad” 


HICAGO, with a little more than 

220,000 telephones, 1,400,000 calls in 

twenty-four hours from about thirty- 

three distinct city telephone stations, 

is declared to be the greatest tele- 
phone user in the world. 

“ We have passed New York in the number 
of calls in twenty-four hours,” said Supt. H. 
N. Foster of the traffic department, “ and in 
passing that city we believe that we have 
passed the world's greatest cities.” 

“ Because of what?” I asked. 

“Because Chicago may be called ‘tele- 
phone mad,’ "’ he replied... “ This is not true, 
either. but perhaps largely is due to the 
tremendous distances from the downtown 
central district. Many buyers of many things 
in the loop district and living far out, will 
telephone for many necessaries to downtown 
stores. when the weather is hot, when It's 
raining, or blowing, a wigter blizzard. They 
feel it’s too much to come all the way down- 
town.” 

Do half the subscribers to a Chicago tele- 
phone know what processes are gone through 
in the central and branch offices before they 
have speaking connection with the person 
called or calling? Do they know under what 
conditions the operator works? What do 
they know, rather than that they get quick, 
satisfactory connections, or that they fume 
and fret at the occasional delay?

As @ matter of fact 
these six stations are housed in just three 
buildings—Harrison and Wabath in one 
building, Randolph and Central in another, 
and Main and Franklin in another. But with 
the growth of the service “ Wabash ” is to 
be separated into another building of ite own 
which is now building in Federai street.

Some of these buildings are situated so that 
the operators are able to go home for lunch- 
eon; others of more importance and having 
numbers of operatives are provided with the 
characteristic lumchrooms, restroom, and 
the standard periodicals and newspapers for 
reading if they wish.

Practical School for Operators. 

But while these tried and proved operators 
are busied at the boards with calls there are 
schooiroms in the building at Washington 
and Franklin streets in which students are 
taking a practical course in training for the 
work. The roome full of girl students in the 
several grades resemble the schoolroom with 
its teacHers’ rostrums, blackboards, end the 
like. In that which may be called the second 
grade schooi the teacher has a telephone 
board before ner and.at each of the chairs 
ls a wire connection by which the teacher 
calls her pupil and questions her over the 
embryo telephone exchange instruments. 

When this room is passed satifactorily the 
progressing pupil is shifted to the miniature 
training boards which are supervised by a 
practical teagher and assistants. The teach- 
er from a mounted platform gives the con- 
ventional call-to the pupils and on the floor 
are two assistant operators instructing two 
to three pupils each in the manipulation of 
the wire plugs. 

This is the only school of the kind in the 
country and may have fifty or sixty girls in 
the classes. To emphasize the school work, 
too, each student is paid $% a week for at- 
tending. Naturally such a proposition isn't 
widely open, The prospective pupil goes 
through a physical examination at the hands 
of a@ woman doctor. Only girls of intelli- 
gence and sufficient constitution are ac- 
cepted in the schools, after which it is to the 
interest of the company to keep this new re- 
cruit satisfied with herself, the work, and 
likewise please the genera! public.

Promotion Rests with Ability. 

It bas been’ found impossibie to give an 
operator any special division of any special 
switchboard. The “switchboard load” is 
the adaptation of the service. An operator 
is sized up, as to her capacity for handling 
calls and takes her switchboard assignment 
on that basis. At once she is in @ preferred 
position. as the capacity of the girl is meas- 
ured and as she acvances she is in line for 
promotion as supervisor, for assistant to her 
chief operator, and finally she may hope to 
reach the position of chief operator in charge 
of a station.

Field for Stenographers. 

MOTHER: While I agree with you in 
parts of your letter, I feel today that there is 
a wide field and loud clamorings for the 
expert stenographer. What is more, I feel 
sure there always Will be. But I believe that 
the girl who goes into stenography simply

At 
the least it takes six months to learn ste- 
nography thoroughly. A school that offers 
to teach stenography in from three to six 
weeks isn’t worth considering, I could not 
attempt to recommend any of the standard 
systems. All of them are good in certain 
ways. Some systems are easier to read 
than others, some are easier to write. it 
is best to select a.system that is compre- 
hensive and that covers every point of writ- 
ing, not one that leads you up to a certain 
point and leaves you stranded there to work 
out your own salvation. Without doubt the 
greatest failure in stenography is due to the 
inability to read what the worker has writ-

The re- 
sult will be windows of a brilliancy and 
transparency not to be obtained by any other 
means. Mirrors and chandelier globes may 
be treated in the same manner, 

To polish hardwood floors and woodwork: 
Wipe the surfaces with a cloth slightly 
dampened with kerosene, then rub lightly 
with an, old soft cloth. 

To whiten clothes: Three tablespoonfuls 
of kerosene ‘added to the clothes while boil- 
ing makes an excellent bleach. Care must 
be taken to use only hot water for rinsing 
and bluing the clothes after the use of kero-

Caré of the Eyes Should Begin 
at the Birth of the Child. 


By DR. CHARLOTTE C. WEST. 


The belief so generally entertained that eye 
strain must always be corrected with glasses 
is entirely wrong, for eye strain ig not always 
accompanied by deféctive vision; that is to 
say, by impaired sight. One may have al- 
most perfect vision and yet suffer from eye 
strain. The questions are often asked: Why 
do we hear so much more about this sort of 
thing and why do so many more people wear 
glasses than in former years? 

Because with the rapid advancement of 
our scientific knowledge we have acquired a 
broader understanding of this all important 
subject; because population is ever increas- 
ing and sO many more cases come under our 
observation; and, last, but by no means least, 
because civilization brings on ills that were 
unknown in more primitive days; for in- 
stance, artificial Nght, especially the glare 
of electric light, te disestrous to the eye. 
The children of the cities who attend morn- 
ing and afternoon ses@ions at school and 
who live in crowded, poorly lighted rooms, 
use their eyes in half light or in semi-dark- 
hess most of the time. 

That there ate so desperately many near- 
sighted children is all the more regrettable 
because it is an acquired " defect in vision 
and not one with which the child was born. 
Almost every cage of nearsight, at least in 
the young, might have been averted if more 
attention. had been given to the conditions 
surrounding the child in early life.

School Children Great Sufferers, 


It is said that fully 60 per cent of all schoo! 
children suffer from myopia, or nearsighted- 
ness. As it rarely is acquired after the age 
of 26, it becomes plain that this unfortunate 
condition of the eye is brought on during 
the early years of life. Because of its inter- 
ference with so many occupations, as well 
as the extreme inconvenience and trouble to 
which it gives rise both in childhood and in 
later life, a great deal of attention is being 
given the subject by scientists all over the 
world, | 

One investigator finds that the eye accom- 
modates itself to distant objects with smooth 
and continuous movements, but to nearby 
objects it is broken and jerky. He finds that 
eyes engaged in near work make from 18,000 
to 25,000 jerky movements per hour. The 
effect of so many unnecessary movements 
to which the eye must resort in order to ac- 
commodate its vision to a near object ex 
plains the tremendous strain under which 
most of our eyes labor most of the time. 

It therefore becomes.evident that the great- 
est care should be exercised with children 
from their birth in the use of the eyes; what- 
ever requires an effort of sight must be 
avoided or forbidden; even when at play their 
games should be selected and regulated with 
this idea in mind—to save the eyesight. Many 
mothers send their children to kindergarten 
at the tender age of Sor 4 It has its advan- 
tages in some respects; but these are far 
outweighed in the harm done to the eyes by 
the fine work-taught these little ones, such 
as fashioning small jects out of vari- 
colored papers and the like. By the time 
these children attend school regularly many 
of themalready have acquired myopia, which

That their apparent peculiarities of dis- 
position are caused by defecti eyesight, 
that can be corrected with proper glasses, 
hever for a moment seéma to suggest itself t 
the parents or teachers of the children, aan 
they are permifted-to go on, misunderstood, 
shunning Panionship; they become shy, 
unsociable, half hearted creatures, who have 
ho “show” in this strenuous, competitive 
age in which we live today, when every fac- 
ulty must be keen and alert, and only those 
who can keép up in the race win out.

I do not mean to say that all babies run 
en equal risk of being infected with this 
disease, but wise physicians use every pre- 
caution against the possibility; and, as every

Before the use of antitoxin in- diphtheria 
many children, after an attack of this dis- 
ease, suddenly found themselves unable to 
read and with their sight greatly impaired. 
This was brought about by the toxic action 
of the microbe of diphtheria, and only oc- 
curred in this disease where antitoxin was 
not used. Ne case of diphtheria can be suc- 
cessfully treated without antitoxin. The mi- 
crobe itself, when it comes in contact with the 
delicate membrane of the eye, sets up a vio- 
lent inflammation, which is some instances 
has resulted in the loss of an eye. Phy- 
siclans and nurses have been affected in this 
manner by patients over whom they were 
administering coughing up the diphtheritic 
membrane and a shred flying into the eye. 


= 
Other Diseases Highly Contagious. 


Besides these diseases of the eye already 
mentioned there are several others which 
are highly contagious, “‘ pink eye "’ and acute 
catarrhal conjunctivitis being the most com- 
mon. Now, I regret to say that in the care 
of this most delicate organ of the human 
body some absurd remedies are recommend- 
ed, and if there is one thing above any other 
in which we need to be delivered from our 
friends it is in the treatment of contagious 
eye diseases. One frequently hears such a 
condition pooh-poohed as “‘only a cold in 
the eyes,"’ for which anything from hot 
milk to a poultice of dockweed is advised. 
One specialist writes, if he were asked the 
two most important things to follow in eye 
treatment he wolud say: 

1. Thou shalt be altogether clean and gen- 
tle when caring for:the eyes. 

2. Thou shait not apply poultices to the 
eye. 

In order to prevent the spread of disease 
from one eye to another,-or from person to 
person, al) cotton used in cleaning, as well 
as in making applications, is immediately 
thrown into a strong antiseptic-solution and 
destroyed. For this reason camel's hair 
brushes and eye sponges are no longer used, 
because they cannot be properly cleaned, 


‘and se are apt to carry infection. It is be- 


cause such care is not observed, and be- 
cause the sarne towels and wash clothes are 
used by other members of the family, that 
“pink eye” and inflammations of the eye 
generally spread throughout the household. 

In regard to the correction of impaired eye- 
sight by means of glasses, it ie just as im- 
portant, and more so, to take the children 
to an eye *pecialist, and have the eyes in- 
spected at least once each year, as it ip to 
have the teeth gone over by a dentist.

Nearly every season the pendulum of 
feshion swings so far that an extreme re- 
action in the modes is bound to take place 
and it ie this fact that probably accounts 
for the speedy adoption of the short coat. 
The unbroken line has at least been doomed 
by many of the great couturies, although 
most women have been loath to give up 
their allegiance to the factor that is re- 
sponsible for the present graceful! silhouette. 
Nevertheless. the short coat is here. 

For many years, not fewer than four in- 
deed, the short coat has been ousted from 
favor. Its coming makes far more evident 
the revived round curve of the waist, and 
although there is no semblance to a glove 
fitting garment as yet, there is little doubt 
that the coat fits in rather more tightly to 
the figure, and there is less appearance of 
a Noak’s Ark type of silhouette.

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OW would you fashion squares of woven 
grass and blankets of pounded fiber into 
a one piece princess sown? 

That was the question asked recently 
of an instructor in a Chicago school of 
dressmaking by a Maori woman. It was 
the hardest problem that this particular 
instructor had ever had propounded to 

her, for nohe of the rules of dressmaking as she knew 
them seemed to apply. Even the “ warranted-to-fit- 
everything .system” of drafting patterns was of no 
avail. 

It turned out, fortunately, that this was only part 
of the course of instruction desired by the new pupil,

Mr. Rowei Is “ Master of Arts.” 


To tell about and show the development of education 
among the Maori people in New Zealand is the aim 
of the Roweis, who as educated Maoris are teachers 
in their own country. But back of the scholarly dis- 
course of Mr. Rowell, who, while a native Maori, still 
holds a degree of master of arts from the foremost 
college in New Zealand, and over and above the native 
songs and dances with which Mrs. Rowei illustrates 
the traditions of her own country, the latter thought 
of the dressmaking plan for helping to develop her 
Maori countrywomen, and so hunted up a school as 
soon a8 she arrived in Chicago. 

There she amazed the women pupils, who were plod- 
ding through the task of cutting and fitting. With 
her brilliant black eyes ‘and sensitive changes of é¢zx- 
pression under her slightly brown skin Mra. Rowei, 
who is the daughter of an English father and native 
mother, is tall and ,slénder, with a lithenéss that can’t 
be concealed even by an everyday shirt waist suit. 
At once she was the center of attraction, for she soon 
proved that she could sew, although her physique sug- 
gested the possibilities of dances stranger than those 
yet evolved by Isadora Duncan or Maud Allan. | 

Her knack of fixing the Maori blankets into stage 
costumes for her daughter and herself, with a Httle 
help, amazed even the instructors. She soon learned 
te cut American clothes, and seemed to have the fac- 
ulty of picking out the salient points of the fashion 
quicker than any of the pupils.

Bargain Hunting Natural Feminine. Instinct. 

When the class was working on ng rajah coats, 
for instance, Mrs. Rowei hunted through . on ae ad 
bargait-counters“untit ‘Whe fourid 4 plese of ‘rich gold 
colored ‘rajah which aroused the envy of the other 
pupils for its loveliness. Under her deft fingers were 
fashioned one piece dresses, fashionable party capes, 
Gibson waists, silk slips, and other things up to date. 

‘Part of these were for her daughter Eva, a pretty 
girl of..fair skin and with e rather Portuguese or Span- 
ish stamp to her physiognomy in spite of her Maori 
parentage on her father’s side. She will wear them as 
object lessons to the Maori women, who as yet have 
only learned to cut their clothes in plain skirts gath- 
ered in at the top in the old fashioned way, but who, 
Mrs. Rowei thin., will be so eager to copy the pretty 
wash silks, and organdies, and dimities that they will 
take up new sewing activities. Although many of the 
Maoris are fully civilized there are still many in the 
native villages who are not ambitious enough to imi- 
tate their Anglicized neighbors in cooking, gardening, 
dairying; and fine points of housekeeping. ' 

“The Maori people can do anything that they want 
to learn to do,” said Mrs. Rowel when asked: how it 
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was that she learned dressmaking so quickly and easily. 
“All they have to do is to see a thing aone and they 
can imitate it. This is one of the reasons which makes 
it seem probable to those who study the origin of peo- 
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ples that the Maoris were descended from the Jewish 
race or one of the Egyptian tribes. 


* 
Fondness for Work Not Their “ Failing.” 

“The way they take to civilization shows that they 
have had it some time, but unfortunately they are not 
fond of working hard. They like to do everything the 
easiest way. 

“Yet the Maoris show wonderful taste in adapting 
some of the new ideas in making the fabrics which 
they pound out of bark and which they weave out of 
grass, such as applying the patterns of the ferns of 
the country to them. I think all the Maori women 
need is to grasp the meaning and learn. to do the best 
part of American and European dressmaking, so they 
cap decorate themselves in the pretty things they love 
and etill make good, well fitting garments. Then all 
other refined Buropean habits will follow.” 

“Why try to civilize a people which already have a 
civilization of their own which is in advance of ours 
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as far as the privileges of women go?” is the question 
Which one asks mentally when listgning to the illus- 
trated lecture which Mr. and M Roweil gave the 
other night before a lodge in the Masonic temple. How 
these customs have showered blessings .on women and 
how even the natural features of the land itself have 
conspired to make the work of women easier than in 
any other country in the world was beautifully flus- 
trated.

“Biven the educated Maoris haven't altogether given 
up this method of cooking, except that they have a de- 
tached kitchen near the house built to use when the 
weather is bad. Unfortunately many of tne colonists 
have scorned the better ways of the Maori. The best 
English colonists, however, have adopted many of the 
Rative customs.”

and primitive greatness is the ability to win in battle

“ There Is Many a Slip.” 

He was well known to many: of those at the ringside, 
and when he went down to the front and took his seat 
close enough to sniff the resin on the ring floor, a friend 
of his, seated several rows back, called to him: He 
turned around with his back to the ring and in his an- 
ewer to a joking remark said: 

“Well, I bet that I would see this fight, and I am 
here to see it, although I am a little late.” . 

At just this moment Fitssimmons landed a blow which 
knocked Maher out, it being the first round of the fight; 
and some one in the back part of the building yelled: 

“Well, you lose, o)4 man?’ 

There are hundreds of famous stories, humorous and 
otherwise, connected with the history of the ring in this 
country. Jack Johnson, present champion, learned most 
of what he knows about boxing while he was in « jail. 
Nine years ago down tn Galveston, Tex., Joe Choynski, 
one of Jeffries’ present trainers, knocked the negro out 
in three rounds. Both principals in the fight were ar- 
rested, and while they were in jail awaiting a court 
decision in the intricate matter of “what is @ prise 
fight,” and what is not, they used to box every day. 

There are stories similar to the foregoing without 
number in connection with the annals of pugilism. Many 
of them are sordid stories of tricksters agresing, to allow 
their opponents to box with them for a certain number 
of rounds, only to seize the opportunity offered by the 
confidence of their antagonists to win an unfair victory. 


But it is rather the record of the fights fought for 
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hampionship of the United. States 
which are of general interest at this time. Undoubtedly — 
in this country owes its origin to boxing in © 
it had gained a foothold over here. | 
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on frozen ground covered with snow. The fight lasted 
seventeen minutes and elghteen seconds, for in those 
days a round was not three minutes in length but was 
concluded when one of the principals was knocked down. 
This fact makes clear at once the enormous endurance 
réquired in a long fight under the Marquis of Queens- 
berry rules in comparison with the endurance neces- 
gary under the old London prize rifig tules. 

In 1853 Hyer challenged the champion of England, 
William Perry, to fight either in Ireland or America for 
$10,000 a side. The challenge was not accepted. Hyer 
died in New York in 1864 at the age of 45 years. 


* 
Heenan the First Great Fighter. 

What is generally called the second heavyweight 
championship fight in America was fought at Boston 
Corners in 1853. -Yankee Sullivan, whom Hyer had 
beaten, defeated John Morrissey. In these early days 
the championship was an extremely vague title, be it re- 
membered. aie é; 

The first really great fighter in American history of 
the ring was John C. Heenan. -In eleven rounds, which . 
lasted only twenty-one minutes, he was defeated by 
Morrissey in 1858. It was Morrissey’s last fight. After 
he retired from the ring, he became a member of con- 
gress from New York state, and also was said to have 
conducted a famous gambling house at Saratoga Springs. 

It was in England, in 1860, that Heenan won his great 
renown as a fighter in what is generally considered the 
greatest of all international fights. The men met at 
Farnsboro, and the stake was $1,000 a side and a belt 
emblematic of the English championship held. by Tom 
Sayers, his opponent. Sayers was enormously popular 


in England. Fully 10,000 people attended the fight, in- 
England at that 


The two pugilists had never amet until they squared 


off in the ring. It was a terrible fight. In the thirty 
ninth round Heenan had Sayers practically 
mefcy. Sayers’ backers and friends then broke 
ring to save the money they hed bet on him, 
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awarded the stakes the following year when Wormald 


réfused to meet him again.

McCoole the Winner on a Foul. 

Tom Allen and Bill Davis fought for the champlion- 
ship and $2,000 near St. Louis in 1869. Allen won in 
forty-three rounds, and six months later met McCoole 
for the title and $1,000. Although Allen had the better 
of the bout, the decision was awarded to McCoole on 
a foul. Allen was defeated for the championship and 
$5,000 by Jem Mace at New Orleans in 1870 in ten 
rounds. As an example of how mixed up the question 
of the championship was in these days, it may be said 
that in 1871 Mace and Coburn fought a twelve round 
draw. 

Johnnie Dwyer and Jimmie Hilliott met in Canada in 
1879 for the championship and $1,000 a side. The former 
won in twelve rounds. In the following year Paddy 
Ryan won the championship from Joe Goss in a fight 
that lasted eighty-seven rounds. That seems like an 
awful long fight. Eighty-seven rounds under the pres- 
ent rules would mean a bout which would last five hours 
and forty-eight minutes, the actual fighting time being 
four hours and twenty-one minutes. But the fight in 
question actually required only. one hour and twenty- 
Seven minutes. It is good for one to remember these 
things when he is impressed by the number of rounds 
frequently fought in fights of early days and gets the 
idea that the old timers were better than the modern 


In 1882 came the Sullivan-Ryan fight, and from then 
on the championship became a clearer title than it 
had been before. John L. beat Ryan in nine rounds; the 
fight lasted exactly eleven minutes, and Sullivan became 
the champion. In 1888 Sullivan fought his famous draw 
with Charley Mitchell, the English champion. This was 
probably as poor a fight, for a championship bout, as 
was ever witnessed. It was said afterwards that Sulli- 


awarded to Jeffries by Referee George Siler. Sharkey 
stoutly maintained that he should have received a draw 
at least, but the fact that he never was the same man 
after that fight and for years was obliged to wear a steel 
corset to protect the ribs which Jeffries smashed, is a 
better argument for the excellence of the decision, per- 
haps, than anything else. ‘ 

After beating Jack Munroe in 1904 in a couple of 
rounds, Jeffries formally retired from the ring. If such 
a thing were possible, he conferred the heavyweight 
title upon Marvin Hart. This action was regarded as a 
joke, however, and Hart was never taken sc.iously as a 
champion, although he got a twenty round decision over 
Jack Johnson in 19065. This fight, however, had a bad 
look. Johnson was a strong favorite, but the tip went 
out from Hart’s quarters just before the battle that he 


-would win. The fight was fought at San Francisco, and 


even at that time Johnson was regarded as one of the 
cleverest men in the business. 

Early in February, 1906, Tommy Burns defeated Hart 
at Los Angeles and claimed the championship title. 
Burns’ career as champion included few fights with men 
of class. Most of his battles were fought abroad, where 
he beat such men as Gunner Moir, Jack Palmer, and 
other second raters who posed as fighters of champion- 
ship caliber. Among them was Jem Roche, champion 
of Ireland, whom Burns knocked out in a punch. 
Jack Johnson then set out in pursuit of Burns to get 
@ match and a chance to win the dubious title he held. 
After a chase half way around the world Johnson se- 
cured a match, making enormous concessions.to Burns 
in the matter of the division of the purse. The bout 
was fought at Sydney, New South Wales, the day after 
Christmas, in 1908. Johnson had all the best of the fight 


and was awarded the decision when the police stopped 


the bout in the fourteenth round
